On the eve of the Thanksgiving 
day holiday you 
will 
find 
a 
satisfactory editorial text in 
the 
London dispatch about 
Winston 
Churchill which appeared on this 
rjpage Saturday. 


Virginia Cowics, woman 
war 
correspondent, disclosed that once 
during the dark days of the war, 
when Britain was losing on every 
front and London itself was under 
German air attack, 
the 
prime 
minister went to the 
christening 


of his grandson — and broke down 
and wept. 
"Poor infant," said he, "to be 
born into such a world as this." 
. Churchill, then GO, 
had 
seen 
Britain and France and all 
the 
Bother rich nations of Europe fall 
*upon impoverished times. 
And 
with the disappearance of wealth 
.security vanished also. War 
in- 


. • stead of settling things only made 
them more unsettled. 
But this is Thanksgiving season 


1949. The year 
when 
Churchill 
wept was 1940. In the nine years 
between we have ended World War 
II with an Allied 
victory, 
and 
Europe is well on the 
road 
to 
economic recovery — certainly we 
have reason to be devoutly thank- 


'.; ful in this season when Thanks- 
~\ giving is traditional. 
There is no sure peace any- 
where, it is true. But we have at 
least fortified and strengthened the 
Europe from which our ancestors 
came; and if the situation looks 
still dark and dreary in Asia we 
can solace ourselves 
with 
the 


thought that the West never has 
had either acceptance by or 
in- 


fluence in that half of the world. 
In that part of the world which 


we call civilized we have seen 
conditions improve immeasurably 
since the dark days of nine years 
J ago when even so rugged a per- 


son as Winston Churchill broke 
down and wept. 
For that we arc thankful 
this 


Thanksgiving season. It is an omen 
for all men everywhere — that a 
stark and desperate world 
may 
have passed through the worst of 
things and may now be 
hcaHcd 
toward a kindlier fortune. 
Even 
the mere hope of it is something 
to say thanks for again and again.

Montgomery to 
Talk to Top 
Military Men

Britain's Field Marshal Viscount 


Montgomery arrives in the United 
States today for a round of unof- 
ficial talks with America's top mil- 
'. 'itary men. 


During his 12 day stay, he will 
confer with 
General Eisenhower, 
his World War II boss; Gen. Omar 
N. Bradley, chairman of the joint 
chiefs of staff; Gen. Joseph L. Col1- 
lins, army chief of staff, and other 
military and diplomatic leaders, 


Montgomery, now chairman of 
the Western Union defense 
alli- 


ance, has been working for months 
on plans for the defense of Europe. 
These plans for England, Belgium. 
France, Holland and Luxembourg 


„ will form the basis of the defense 
plans for the North Atlantic de- 
fense for which congress has voted 
$1,000,000,000. 
It is on these plans the Western 


Allies will gamble in their fight to 
siold Europe against any 
attack 


fromRussia and her satellites. 
In the Far East, the feud be- 


tween nationalist China's top lead- 
ers — Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek 
and 
acting 
President 
Li 


Tsung-jan — appeared nearing a 
showdown. A new party hostile to 
both the communists and to Chiang 


:-, may 
be in the offing, observers 
said. 


While Chiang cooled his heels in 


the Red-threatened and nationalist 
refugee capital of Chungking, wait- 
ing for talks with Li, the 
latter 
rested in a Hong Kong hospital. 
He complained of a stomach ail- 
ment. 
The generalissimo had gone 
to 


Chungking several days ago at Li's 
request. He found Li gone on an 
inspection tour of the nationalists' 
dwindling southwestern 
C h i n a 


domain. Then Li went on to Hong 
Kong, supposedly for a

Acting President Li Tsung - jen 
is expected to take the lead In it.

Foreigners from inland C h i na 
who arrived over th e weekend, 
said the new party, would expect

"You'd have to make adequate 


provisions 
for 
proper domestic 


water and sewage disposal. And 
naturally, the place would have to 
have its own light plant with suf- 
ficient fuel to supply the genera- 
tor in case power lines were cut.

sort of cold storage facilities for
